Mercy is one of the most amiable 
and Godlike of all the Christian virtacs, 
being that temper and disposition by which 
we, 18 a Most eminent degree, resemble, 
and bear the imayre of the blessed God, as 
exhibited in his Son, Christ Jesus, who 
forgave us ten thousand talents, and who 
is merciful, even to the evil and unthank- 
ful. It is written for our instruction, that 
they “ shall have judgment without mercy, 
Who shew no mercy”—*“ with the merciful, 
God will show himself merciful ; and bles- 
sed are the merciful, for they shall obtain 
the mercy of God.” 

Though eur mercy, to be truly Chris 
tian, must be ay extensive as the race of 
bman, yet will it be shewn, in the first in- 
stance, and in the most conspicuous man- 
ner, to those wiom Ged and nature have 
connected most intimately with us—to our 
families, our relatives and friends: For, 
it would be but mockery and deceit, and 
not mercy, to pity and assist strangers, 
while those of our own household, kindred 
aud friends, are disregarded and in mi- 
sery. 

Our Christian brethren, likewise, those 
of the household of the faithful, claim a 
p culiar part in our “bowels of mercy.” 
It one member suffer, all should suffer 
With it; hence are we to bear one another’s 
burdens, and so fulfil the law of Christ. 
But, at the same time, we are not to over- 
look, in our mercy, our unrepentant bre- 
thren—those who are yet in the bondarre 
of sin, and in the gallof bitterness. ‘They 
consutute proper objects and sure tests of 
a merciful disposition ; their state and con- 
dition is one in the highest degree misera- 
ble, and which loudly demands our pity. 
Phey ave our fellow creatures ; they are 
children of the same common Father ; they 
are our peighbours, whom we are called 
upon to love even as ourselves. 





It may, 
therefore, be depended upon, that those 
who have @@ pity for sinners, but who des- 
pise, contemn and hate them, extending 
not towards them the offices of love, are 
strangers to Christian mercy. 

A merciful disposition shines forth with 
greatest lustre and advantage, when it pi- 
Ucs and forgives, as it is wont to do, those 
who, by injurious treatment to ourselves, 
are wholly at our mercy, and upon whom 
we have itfully ia our power to satiate our 
revengefand when we mey du so even un- 
der the colour of justice. This is, indeed, 
Godlike merey ; and, unless we do prac- 
tise it, we know that we have not forgive- 
hess from our heavenly father. 

It belongs, however, to Christian wisdom 
amd prudence, to judge as to the manner 
in which such acts of mercy are to be ex. 
tended, That lenity which would prompt 
us to give up our rights on all occasions 
to lawless men, is not mercy, but would 
often lead to misehievous consequences ; 
tt would olen tend to harden sinners in 
their vices, and embolden them to treat 
others as they have done u 


ne % with hopes 
of impunity. 


By forgiving a man who 
attempts my lite, I may be accessary to 
the murder of another ; by pardoning and 
giving liberty to the robber whom [ have 
caught breaking inte my house, and steal- 
ny my goods, | emboiden him to rob my 
neighbour. Nor is it in all eases proper 
hur prudent for a man to forgive personal 
injuries, without inflicting salutary and Je- 
gl punishment. Acts of lenity and mercy

BLOODY BATTLE IN AFRICA. 

The brig Flizabeth, arrived at Barbadces, from 
Africa, gives an account of a sanguinary conflict 
that lately happened between the Aghantees, a very 
powerful race, and a force composed of about 
natives, and others of Cape Coast Castle, an Engtioh 
settlement in that neighbourhood. The former 
had, of late, made frequent incursions for the. pur- 
pose of plundering the latter territory, and, in one 
of these, had seized a Brivish Sergeant, whom they 
murdered, and afterwards mutilated in a most hor- 
nd manner. To avenge this crime, and the insult 
offered to the Banglish flag, Sir C. M'Carthy, Gover- 
nor of Sierra Leone, ioomediately prepared this ex- 
pedition, which was formed into three divisions, 
one of winch he commanded, und was sceompani- 
ed by many merchants as volunteers; before the 
three parties could furm a junction, Sir Charles 
was intercepted by 10,000 of the Asbantees, whom 
he tougit as long as bis ammunition lasted ; but be- 


number of the foe, he and those with him, were 
either massacred or made prisoners; and from 
the blood thirsty character of theenemy, it is fear 

ed the first of these disasters has befallen them, 
and under citcumstance of aggravated cruelty — 
Although 14 days bad elapsed after the departure 
of this Expediuon, nu intelligence of Sir Charles 
or the Murchants had reached the Cape when the 
Blizabeth left that coast. It has been surmised, 
that the Ashantees bad been instigated to their late

AFFECTING INCIDENT. 

An ineident of an aflecting and impressive na- 
ture lately occurred at the Old Bailey, which too 
strikingly ilustrates the moral unfitness of the fic 
tious and formaltes of British law. A man charg- 
ed on hve iudictments with uttering forged notes, 
plead guilty. The recorder expressed a hope that 
he would not persist in this plea, as if he did, sen- 
tence of death must be passed upon bim; and ad- 
vied him to pursue a different course. ‘The pri- 
soner rephed, “lam aware of my awful eternity, 
therefore | tear to utter a falsehood. if mercy 
cannot be extended here, | hope to receive it trom 
my creator.”

MURDER OF MR. JAMES CRAWFORD. 

Captain Wilson, of the schr. George Washing- 
ton, of this port, arrived at Havana, on the 15th 
inst. from Alvarado, and brought the melancholy 
inteHigence of the murder of Mr. James Crawford 
of Philadelphia. About five months since Mr. 
Crawford and Mr. Andrews, were despatched by 
the United States’ Bank, to Mexico, for the pur- 
pose of effecting some important negociations — 
On their return from the city of Mexico to Alvara- 
do, (as considerable danger was app. ehended from 
an attack by robbers, on the supposition of their 
having a large amount in specie, [about 25,000, 
which was taken by the robbers] they were fur- 
nished with a strong escort of 25 men, well armed, 
under the direction of Capt. Murray, of the British 
Navy. On arriving at Puebla, they were deprived 


ing atlength overpowered by such an immense 4 of their escort by the public authority, and an in 


terior guard, of 12 worthless men, bad:y armed, 
was substituted. A short distance from Puebla, 
most of this guard deserted them, and they were 
soon after attacked by a set of Banditti of twenty 
five —Mr. Crawlord was shot through the lungs, 
tour of the party wounded, and a courier who had 
joined them at the moment with despatches for 
Capt. Murray, killed. Capt. Murray and Mr. An- 
drews appear to have escaped unhurt. The Ban- 
ditti made prisoners of the party, robbed them of 
every thing, and being joined by those of the guard 
who bad deserted, ted whether to put them 
to death, but through the intercession of two or 
three who had some remains of humanity, they 
were after some hours detention and cruel treat- 
ment, set free. Mr. Crawford expired in the arms 
of Mr. Andrews, three hours after receiving the 
fatal wound; whether any rites of interment could 
have taken place, under the unfortunate circum- 
stances, of his death, is unknown.
